Mr* Chairman  and  Gentlanen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  cndir^  31st 
December  195^ > accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Ministry* 

The  birth  rate  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole  and  the  total  number  of  births  was  more  than  double 
the  number  of  deaths,  hence  the  death  rate  was  considerably 
lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  - this  is  highly  satis- 
factory. The  preponderance  of  male  births  has  been  broken 
and  on  this  occasion  three  more  girls  were  bom  than  boys. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  was  good  and  was  only 
marred  by  an  outbreak  of  Measles  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
and  one  of  Whooping  cough  during  the  summer,  fortunately  all 
the  sufferers  made  good  recoveries*

There  are  none  in  the  district. 

Slaughter  Houses 

There  is  only  0,  liceiiced  slaughter  house  used  by  one 
butcher  for  the  family  business.  The  premises  arc  satisfactory 
and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  condemn  any  meat  durin^^  the 
year. 

Grocers 

There  arc  seven  gonGival  stores  from  which  groceries  are 
sold.  One  is  rcvasonably  large  shop,  the  remainder  being  small 
and  consisting  of  one  room  beinc;  divided  off  from  the  remainder 
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of  the  dwelling  house.  Conditions  nre  as  satisfactory  as  may 
be  expected. 

Ice  Cream 


There  are  two  retailers  of  pre-paclced  ice  cream.  Condit- 
ions are  satisfa-ctory. 


Milli 


There  is  only  one  milh  producer  as  defined  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  and  she  holds  a supplementary 
licence  for  the  retail  of  Pasteurised  Millc.  With  this  except- 
ion 0,11  the  milli  production  is  carried  on  by  producers  and 
producer-retailers  and  the  supervision  of  these  premises  is 
carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Pood.’ 


It  docs  seem  ironical  that  in  a,n  agricultural  district 
such  as  this  whore  the  number  of  cows  probably  exceeds  the 
human  populc-tion  that  at  Ivy  House  School  there  has  been  no 
mill:  supply  for  the  children  for  the  lest  three  months. 


Pood  Poisoning

the  past  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  Worth  Devon  Water  Board  schemes  for  Petherv/in  Gate 
and  Ivy  House  to  Broadwoedwidger  Village  v/erc  not  started 
during  the  year  but  should  be  completed  during  1957*  V/hen  these 
two  schemes  are  completed  there  will  be  about  10  miles  of 
water  main  lo,id  in  the  district.  The  extension  of  the  main 
to  Ladycross  and  Brassacott  is  urgently  needed.

North  Fetherv/in  - A scheme  for  the  supply  at  North  Potherv/in  has 
been  approved  by  the  Ministry  and  it  is  o.nticipatod  that  o.  start 
will  be  made  very  shortly  on  the  -provision  of  a piped  supply  to 
North  Petherwin  and  Pethen-/in  Gate. 

IvyhousG  Gross  Reservoir  - A new  reservoir  has  been  com-pleted 
at  Ivyhouse  Cross  with  a storage  capacity  of  2^0,000  gallons. 

The  construction  of  this  reservoir  means  that  main  extensions 
can  be  made  in  this  area  and  will  ensure  an  anx;le  su'pply. 


Refuse  Collection 


Refuse  is  collected  bi-monthly  from  all  the  hamlets  and 
houses  bordering  the  principal  raads  of  the  district.  About 
75^  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  served. 

Factories 


There  are  only  two  factories  registered  under  the 
Factories  Act  1937  neither  case  was  it  found  necessary 

to  servo  any  notice.
